A T D E T R O IT . : : 
Colonel.Hill, Capt-ain Sparke, and Lieut. Rob­ 
inson, of the Queen’s Light Infantry, in full unifoi'rii, 
accoinp'anicd by D r. Dewsnn, Surgeon of the Re­ 
giment, in plain clothes, went over to D etroit about 
noon, on Friday, arid whilst walking through the 
streets, were assailed by ’lie cry of “ T ory, T ory, 
from individuals, and also by. disgusting and abu­ 
sive language, and were thrice pelted with stones, 
eggs and mud, of which they took not the slight­ 
est notice.-'O n their arrival at the wharf, they 
found that the ferry boat had just left, a;nd they 
accordingly had to await its retum .and therefore 
took another stroll in the streets . O n.their i eturfi a 
•«¿«,«1 tim o to'thc—w-harf,.Cap't'Sparke was twice 
pelted with eggs 'vvhich broke on his back; and oii 
his turning to cross the street to where Col. Hill 
and Lieut.

wore shortly put into the water, but they lea­ 
ked so much in cotiBcquenr-e of their long e.x- 
posurc to the sun, that one of them sunk af­ 
ter a fruitless attompt to bail her. 
He bad in the the interim taken several 
from flic water till the.niimber made fen. In 
the other boat aflloat tbero were eleven. 
While they wore making a fruitless attémnf 
to bail the small boat the Pulaski went down

with a dreadful crash—in about 44 minutes 
after the explo.sion. 
Both boats now insisted 
upoiiiMr. Hibberd’s directing their course 
to the. shore, but he resisted their remonstran- 
cc.s, replying that lie would not abandon the 
spot until day light. 
But about.8 o’clock in 
the morning, tli'ey started in tlio inids of the 
wailings of tlic liopeless beings, vvbo were 
floating around in every direction upon pie­ 
ces of the wreck to seek land which was a- 
bout tliii ty miles distant. After pulling about 
13 hours, tlio persons in bolli boats become 
tired and insisted tlrat M r. Hibberd should 
huul; tlii.s he opposed, thinking it safest to 
procecde along the coa-st-s and to enter some 
one of its numerous inlets, but he was at 
length forced to yield «o the general dc.sire; 
ami to attempt a landing upon tlie beech, a 
little east of Stump Inlet. 
He advised M r. 
Cooper, ofGa. who had command of the oth­ 
er boat arid a couple of ]adie.s, with two chil­ 
dren under his charge, to wait uii'ii! his boat 
iiad first landed, as he apprehended much 
danger in the attempt, and should they suc­ 
ceed, they might assist him and the ladies 
luid children. 
T'lcre were eleven pci sons in tlie mate’s 
loat, (having taken two black women from 
Mr. Cooper’s.) 
Oftliese, tsvo passengers 
one of the crew, and the two negro women 
were drowned, and sLx gained tlie sliore. Af­ 
ter wailing fur a signal, whicli lie received 
from the mate, M r. Cooperand liis compan­ 
ions landed in about tbree lioiirs after tijp 
Gf.st boat in .salety. 
They tlieii proceeded a 
short distance acros.s Stump Sound, to M r. 
Mr. Redd’s ot Onslow county, wliere they 
rumaineil from Friday evening u.itil Sunday 
■ning and then started for Wilmington. 
The mate and t\vo passengers re-ached here 
this moniing, (ISth June) about 9 o’clock. 
Thus have, we liurrietlly skctclied tlie most 
painful catastrophe tliat lias ever occurred 
upon the American coast. 
Youth, age, and 
infancy, have here been cut off in a single 
night, and loutsd acoi'nmon dcatli under the 
same billow. 
“ Days, months, years and ages will cirdcaw ay. 
And still the vast w aters will over them roll,” 
3Ve have never seen a deeper sensation 
¡lervade our company than the reception of 
this intelligcncelias produced. 
The profoun- 
dest sympathy is engraved on every counte- 
nanc.c, and all wear the aspect of those sor- 
cuwing for their own dead. 
"We feel assured 
tliatall feel an anxious solicitude to alleviate 
the distresses of those unfortunate survivors 
who may come among us, and vehicles have 
already been sent out to bring them into our 
town, and provision made for their recep­ 
tion.

I do not think that I shall a- 
gain 'have courage to enter the cememctery. 


THE TABLE L-\ND OP MEXICO. 
It is full of volcanoes. 
The craters, or rather the 
chimneys of some of these, may penetrate the earth to¡ 
a depth considerably beyond that of the bottom of tlie 
sea. 
Indeed, it is probable that all volcanoes, and all 
volcanic action, result from connection with tlie sea; 
because we have no remarkable volcano at any great! 
distance inland; and because, where the sea appears] 
to have evidently receded from volcanic countries, the 
volcanoes are all extinguished. 
Thus tlierc are ex­ 
tinct volc.anoes in the mountains towards the south of 
France; and we have the evidence of vast accumula­ 
tions of sand, andsea-she!ls, and even tlie distinct mar­ 
kings of successive beaches, to prove that tlic sea has, 
in the course of ages, retreated a great way in that 
country. Now, it is easy to understand how' the cliiin- 
neys of lliese volcanoes, and the cracks and fisstiresi 
produced by earthquakes, which arc general conctmi-j 
itants ot volcanic action, and not unfrcquenlly take 
place in their greatest violence, between the volca­ 
noes and the sea, thereby further proving what wo 
luave stated, may, indeed must, have acted as underj 
drains to the tabic hand of Mexico, and thus accelera­ 
ted the progress of drought and desolation. 
Farther, 
it is a remarkable fact, that there are in the sea, be­ 
tween the Mexican shores and the island of Cuba, 
fountains of fresh water which arc discharged from 
he bottom with so much force that they boil over tlie 
surface so violently as tobe dangerous for light boats, 
ind so perfectly unminglcd with the water ol the se.i, 
that sailors are sometimes in tlie habit of drawing 
fresh water from tlicm with pitchers. 
The water of 
those submarine spiings is cold; it is accompanied by 
no discharge of vapor; and, as was ascertainee by Hum­ 
boldt, there are fishes found in it which .ne not natives 
of those seas. 
Therefore, this water must descend 
through fissures in the earth somewhere; those fis­ 
sures must be o f sufticient size to admit the passag’e 
of the m:iinland; and, consequently, nothing but the 
pressure ef a head of water, in the same manner as 


that M r. Aaron Cloud, of H enry county, is now 
engaged in the construction of a carriage road to 
the suinm itof the mountain, and has it completed 
about three-fourths of the distance. 
About two 
hundred yards at the steepest part is necessarily 
constructed of wood, which, is nearly completed, 
I'he observatory Will rise several hundred feeta- 
bove the mountain. 
There IS a good house for the entertainment of 
travellers, kept by a M r. Johnson, at the foot of 
the mountain.

The French Ambass.vdor, glowing with national 
pride, drank “F'rancc, the Moon, whose mild, steady, 
and cheering rays, are tlie deliglit of .ill nations, con­ 
soling them in darkness, and making Ihclr driarincss 
beauty.” ' 
Dr, Fr.inklin then arose, and with his usual dignifi­ 
ed simplicity, said, 
“George Washington, iho Joshua 
who commanded the Sun and Moon to stand still and 
they obeyed him.” 


THE CHOLERA AND BURIALS -AT MAR­ 
SEILLES. 
j 
Jlh'S Fardoe, whose pen seems to lie one oftlie mosti 
prolific o f the day, has published two more volumes, 
“The River and the Desert.” 
They are the remains! 
of this lady’s travelling notes, not embodied in hel 
previous books. 
The following notice of the cholera 
and the burials at Marseilles, is an extract: 
Imaghie a space of gi'ouiul, somewhat exceeding six 
acres, devoted to the victims of one deadly mahidy! 
At first each body was committed singly to the grave; 
it had its own little spot of earth—its own distinguish­ 
ing cross—its own garland ot íínmoWc?/es. 
Aflectinn 
and regret had j'et a resting place for the imagination: 
the tears of tenderness could be wept ujion the tomb 
of the beloved and lost. 
But this ‘luxury of woe’ en 
dured not long: the number of victims increased, not 
only d;iily, but hourly; the city streets became one vast 
funeral procession; the po mlation which had throng­ 
ed the w;dks now crowded the burial-place, and too 
frequently, they who dug the graves died as they hol­ 
lowed them, and shared them with their employers. 
Others, as they plied tlieir frightful task, recognized 
among the victims some friend, or relative, or parent, 
and with the partial insanity of despair, sickeifuig at 
the sight of their own hurried and imperfect work, 
sought to violate the prouder tombs around them, in! 
order to deposite within their recesses the remains of 
'those vrho had been dear to them. 
Tiien came tlie 
second and still more revolting state of the hallucina 
tion of misery. 
It was on one of the most fatal days 
of the disease, a bright sunshiny morning ol July, 
when sea and sky were blue and be.autiful; and K:i- 
ture, pranked out in her garb of loveliness, seemed to 
mock at human suflering; that suddenly as the city 
groaned with victims; those who had hitherto laJeiied 
the death carts, and carried thein Ibrth to burial, with­ 
drew despairingly from the task, and literally left the 
dead to bury their dead. 
For a brief interval the 
panic was frightful; the scorching heat of the unclou­ 
ded sun, the rapid efleots of the disease upon the bo­ 
dies, the difficulty of procuring substitutes for the re­ 
volting doty; all conspired to excite the most intense 
alarm, lest the effiuvia of putrefaction should be su­ 
peradded to the miasma w’hich was already feeding the 
malady. 
In this e.xtremlty, the Mayor ot the town 
addressed himself to three young men, of whose cour­ 
age and resolution he had a high opinion, and who in­ 
stantly' consented to devote themselves to the pre­ 
servation of their fellow-citizens. 
The sexton,measu­ 
ring and hollowing out his narrow space of earth, was 
rephaced by Workmen flinging up the soil from the 
deep trenches, extending some hundred feet in length; 
while the coui-agcous trio who had undertaken to 
transport the bodies, speedily filled up the common 
grave, which was thus prepared for them. 
The same 
prayer was murmured over a score; the f::ikliiig of 
the same little bell marked the service perfermed for 
a hundred, whoso sealed oars heard not the sound, :ind 
for a while.the work wont on in silence. 
But, that 
Bllcncc was at length rudely and strangely broken. 
-Human nature, wrought up to its lest point of endu- 
f ranee, acknowledged no authority, spurned at all duty 
and the tools of the workmen were case down as they 
sprang out of their trenclips, and refused to pursue 
tlielr task. 
It must have been a frightful scene, and one neve 
to be forgotten, wlien the gleaming of bayonets was 
apparent within the w.alls of the graveyard, and the 
troops -Stood silently along tho edge of the trenches, 
partially heaped w'ith the dead, compelling, by the 
mute eloquence of their arms, the labors of the living! 
And this in a burial place! wliere alL sliould be still, 
and solemn, and sacred! 
The compulsatory work 
r-was completed, and I stood yesterday updn- this spot 
- of frightful memories, beside the long, deep, comrnor 
graves of ujiiXvards ot 4,000 of the pl;rgue-snfilten.— 
The sun was sliining upon them, insects were hum 
- ming about them; on those which had been first fill­ 
ed up, the rapid vegetation of this fine climate hadal- 
readyd^fed a faint tinge of verdure; above tliem spread 
- a s k y jc p ^ hrightesl blue without a cloud: on one 
side'we'eye'’ rested on the distant city', and the car 
caught the busy hum of its streets; 
on the other, 
swelling hills and rich vineyards stretched far into the 
distance; but they lay there, long, a:id silent, and'sad- 
deniiig, the mute records of a visitation which has stee 
ped the dity in tears of blood. 
It was awful, as 1 
páúsed beside these vast tumuli, to remember that two 
short months had peopled them, to stand there, and to 
picture to myself the anguish and the suffering, and 
terror, and the despair, afnid which they were wrought; 
to know¿lhjit wilhm their hidden recesses were piled, 
indisciaminately, the aged and the young, the nursling 
and the strong man, tlie matron and the maiden; am

In the first stage of fevers it is common for the 
tongue to be covered with a whitish coat, and if the 
fever is not broke and runs into the second stage; it is 
apt to assume a yellowish brown color; and in the third 
and last stage o f fevers, and particularly, if they are of 
a high grade,and malignant character, the tongue is 
apt to assume a dark brown color, of different deg'rees 
of heat and moisture, sometí, les e.xceedingly dry, after 
attended with heat, or a burning sensation in the stom­ 
ach. 
Tlie symptoms of these two diseases are so much a 
like in their first stage tiiat pliysicians often difi'er as 
to their real character, nor does it matter materially, 
because the treatment of both should be pretty much 
the same, with this exception, that Typhus fever docs 
not require, nor will it bear as much strong, sickening, 
prostrating, niedicine as bilious fever. 
Trealment.— In the early stage of' either of the two 
last diSc.ascs, I give a puke, or one or two doses of 
calomel, or some other medicine tliat,will, operate up­ 
on the stomach and bowels.

Charles Maurice do Talleyrand Terigord, Prince 
of Beiievsnto, died on the evening of the I'tli inst 
His disease was a grangrene, which carried^ him 
off in the eighty-fourth year of his age. 
Some 
iiis death, he had thought proper to 


after having been in that situation four days and 
five nights, without food or water, and exposed to 
the broiling sun, witli no other covering but their 
iiiglit clothrs. 
T hese per.sons having informed 
the captain of the H. C. that they had seen anoth­ 
er part of the wreck early that morning, he bore 
down indirection designated, and 111 about an hour 
lell in witli and i-escued seven persons, among 
them two ladies.

M r. Dromgoole went into an 
argum ent at 
length in lavor of the principles of the bill. 
H e 
urged the im propriety of being governed by pre­ 
cedent and usage-against the light of experience, 
and in opposition to new convictions of tru th and 
duty. 
H e then went into an extended exam ina­ 
tion of the principles of taxation and expendi­ 
ture, nnd reviewed with great force th e opinions 
of able political economists upon the general sub­ 
jects of collectin.g, keeping, and disbursing, the 
'national revenue. 
T h e different argum ents upon 
these topics were brought to bear favorably upon 
ilie principles of the bill, and w ere supported by 
quot.'itions from the most correct authorities upon 
subjects of financial measures. 
M r. S. S. Prentiss then took the floor, and sug­ 
gested th at he desired to ad,dress the committee. 
He said if the committee desired to rise, he would 
postpone his rem arks till to-morrow, but he was 
willing to go on, in part, then 
M r. W ise moved that the committee rise; w hich 
motion was decided in the negative—yeas 62 
nays 65.

neighboring.and friendly power.

M E N A N D M A N N E R S IN A R K A N ­

Wc have have published the details in the 
case of AVilson, the Speaker of thqJHousc of 
Representatives of Arkansas, wlio killed 
Anthony on the floor, for offensive words 
spoken in debate. 
To this wo add from the 
Little Rock Gazette tlie circumstances which 
attended and followed tlie trial. 
From the 
initial letters attatched to the article, and 
iram its general tone, we should suppose tha( 
it was the production of tlie relation oftiie 
deceased referred to in the body of the arti 
olei— Jllex Gax. 
Three days elapsed before the con.stituteil 
authorities took any notice of his deed, and 
not then until a relation of the murdered 
Anthony had demanded a warrant for tlie 
apprehension of Wilson, 
Several days then 
elapsed before he was bi-ouglit to an examin­ 
ing court, 
He then; in a carriage and four, 
came to tlie placa appointed for his trial. 
Four or five days w ere employed in the cx- 
aininatibn of witnesses, and never was 
clearer case of murder proved than on that 
occasion. 
Notwithstanding, 
the Court, 
(Justice Brown dissenting,) admitted Wilsot 
to bail, and positively refused that the pros­ 
ecuting attoincyfor the State should intro­ 
duce the' law, to show that it.was not a bail­ 
able case, or even to liear ah argument from 
him, and the counsel associated with him to 
prosecute Wilson lor tlie murder. 
At tlie time appointed for the session of 
the Circuit Court, Wilson ajipcarcd agree­ 
ably to his recognizance. 
A 
motion was 
made by Wilson’s counsel for a change of 
Uff/iMC, founded on the affidavits of Wiisoi 
and two other men. 
One stated in Ids affi­ 
davit, “ that nine tenflis of the people of Pu­ 
laski had made up and expressed their opin­ 
ions. and that therefore, it would be unsafe 
for Wilson to be tried in Pulaski.” 
tlic oth­ 
er “ that, from tlio repeated occurrences of 
similar acts within the la.st four or five years, 
ill this county, the people vvere disposed to 
act rigidly and that it would ho unsafe for 
Wilson to be tried in Pulaski.” 
The coiiH 
thereupon, removed Wilson to Saline comity 
and ordered the Sheriff to take W'tLson into 
custody, and deliver him over to the sheriff 
of Paline county. 
The.'Sheriff of Pulaski never confined 
Wilson one minute; bnt permitted 1dm to go 
where he pleased, without a giiafd, or any 
restraint imposed on Idin wiiatever. 
On Id's 
way to Saline, lie entertained him freely at 
Ids own house, and the next day delivered 
him over to the Sheriff of that cOuoty wlio 
conducted the prisoner to the debtor’s room 
in the jail, and gave him the key, so that 
he and every body else had free egress and 
ingress at all times. 
Wilson invited every 
body to caU orí him, as ho wished to see his 
friends, and Ids room was crowded with 
visitors, who called to drink grog, am' 
laugh and talk with him.—But Ids theatre 
was not sufficiently large for Ids purpose. 
He afterwards visited the dram shops, where 
he freely treated all that would partake with 
him, and went fishing and hunting with oth­ 
ers at pleasure, and entirely without restraint, 


followed the crowd to the grocery and par­ 
took of Wilsons treat. 
The rejoicing wa.s 
kept np till near sujiper time; but to cap tlu 
climax, .soon after .supper was over, a ma­ 
jority of the jury, together wiili many oth­ 
ers, went to the room that had been occupied 
for several days by tiie friend and relation 
of tlie murdered Aiilhony, and commenced a 
.scene of tiic most ridicuioiis dancing, (as it 
is believed.) in triuinph for M’ilson and as a 
triumph over the feelings of the relation of 
the departed Anthony.— The scene did noi 
clusehere. 
The party retired to a drr.m 
shop, and continued their rejoicing initi! 
about half after 3 0 o’clock. 
They then col­ 
lected a parcel of horns, trumpets, &c. and 
marched through the streets, blowing them 
till near day, when one of the company rode 
his horse into the porch adjoining tlie room 
wliicli was occupied by the relation of tfie 
deceased. 
These are some of the facts that took place 
during the progress of tiie trial, and after 
its close.

fainter and quiet, dropping at length, apparently, 
into a profound sleep. 
Francesca; still in the 
s’dine painful position, embedded in wet earth, fel 
a cold freezing sens'ation creeping through her 
whole frame. 
Eventually, after severe and repea­ 
ted struggles, she succeeded in disengaging her 
limbs. Many hours had lingered slowly away) 
under these painful circumstances, when the voice 
of Marianna was again heai-d, crying bitterly from 
the effects of cold and hunger; 
All this time the 
distracted father, who had saved him self and'the 
two children as if by miracle; continued wander­ 
ing about until; at day-break, he discovered the 
ruins of his house: and looking around liim for 
some fatal relic of the disaster, observed a húman 
foot projecting from the e.arth, and there found his 
unhappy wife, who had perished with the child in 
her arms, 
His cries of agony, as he labored to 
disengage the body from the mass of ruins in which 
it was burVied, were heard and answered by Ma­ 
rianna. 
After a moment’s pause at this unexpect­ 
ed salutation, hisenergiesredoubled, theeaithw as 
removed, and his little daughter raised from the 
grave, but with one thigh broken, and otherwise 
bruised and hurt.

The Breman Gazette of theSth April last, _ 
an account of a most awful inundation in the cities 
of Pesth and Ofen, in Hungary, occasioned by the 
ovcvñow of the wnters of the Danube. 
T. he over­ 
flow took place about the middle of March and 
was attended wih as great a destruction ot life and 
pcoperty as any similar event known in hisferjo 
In the city of .Pesth, two thousand two hundred 
and eighty-one houses were entirely demolished, 
and 82" more or or less injured: as far as ascertain­ 
ed at the last dates, upw.ards of teeelve hundred 
people were missing. 
T he loss of property is es­ 
timated at about twenty millions of florins, or a- 
bout two millions of dollars. 
Great efforts were 
made to alleviate the distresses of the sufferers. 
Large donations were sent by the Imperial fami- 
Iv and other persons, from every part of Germa­ 
ny. 
The Baron Sina gave 40,000 florins; the Ba­ 
ron Rothschild 15,000, the city of Presburg three 
car.goes of provisions, and Ketskemeth 40 wagon 
loads of bread, meat &c. 
T h e distress occasion­ 
ed by this melancholy catastrophe, is represented 
as very great, but the most praiseworthy exer­ 
tions are being made in all quarters to lessen it,

The National Gazete says truly, that during 
the year 1836, upwards of three hundred and fif­ 
ty lives were destroyed by steamboat accidents; 
in 1837, six or seven hundred were cut off in the

deposited in the hands of a friend.

then adj'ourned to a neighboring bar, and drank a 
glass—c glass too much, it ■would appear. 
T he 
companion of the culprit, while presenting a note 
to the bar keeper, held in his hand sevaral other 
bills of some .amount, and ata moment when offhis 
guard, they were seized by violence, and the rob­ 
ber dashed through the crowd, attempting as he 
ran to pass his booty into the hands of others—his 
■dccomplices it was supposed. 
Being unsuccessful 
in this movement, he next attempted to destroy 
the notes, but was seized by the crowd before he 
could accamplish liis design. 
He was then strip­ 
ped—placed upon the course at a distance of seme 
thirty- yards—the multitude mounted their hors­ 
es, wliip in hand,‘and tlie culprit was told to save 
him self i f he could. 
T his he refused to do; and as 
it was found impossible to reason with him—put 
hiszz7íc?eí-.?ffir;cíín^ to fi.ght—the court next made 
a powerful appeal to his feelings. 
T his was suc­ 
cessful. 
T he poor fellow became forthwith pen­ 
itent. 
But, reír/ízzízVtf justice having been satisfi­ 
ed t)Í7?d/crfue punishment stepped in, and between 
both, the man’s corporation was a severe suffer- ' 
er. 
W e regret that a proceeding like this should 
have been thought necessary. T he regular course 
of legal proceeding in the case would have b.een 
far more severe: and we have no doubt, unless w e 
are misinformed respecting the individual, that he 
would have clioseii the punishment be has received 
in preference to Penitentiary confinement.

legal proceeding been instituted, there would have

Treainiitil.—In the early stage of either o f the two 
last diseases, I give a puke, or one or two doses of 
calomel, or some other medicine tliat will operate up­ 
on the stomach and bowels. 
I object to giving more 
strong medicine (particuUu-ly in Typhus fever) and 
am decidedly of opinion that repeated doses of sucli 
operating medicines do more harm tlian good. 
Aftei 
thus operating upon the stomach and bowels (and e 
veil without it, if several days have elapsed, and my 
patient becomes very weak) 1 commence witli the pills 
or drops, and give a dose every three hours, that is 8 
closes in each 24 hours; with a regular use of ’Virginia 
Snake root, or some other sweating tea, such as hysup, 
sage or balm. 
Should tlie patient suffer much willi 
pain in llic head, back, or elsvvlierc, give 20 or 25 
drops of laudnum at night, if it be a grown person, 
(children should take less correspond iig with their 
age,) and should he become muc i debilitated from a 
continuation of the disease, and particularly, if tlic 
hands and feet become cold, give a draught of todd) 
or wine, every 3 or 4 hours until he recovers, contin­ 
uing all the time to use the pills or drops as recom­ 
mended. 
The diet .should be light, but nourishing, taken little 
at a time, and often. 
Bleeding is so seldom necessary in these diseases, 
that it is scarcely necessary to mention it; if it ever be 
resorted to, it slxould be in the eariy stage of the dis­ 
ease. 
Blistering is sometimes useful, and rarely, if ever 
injurious—but it should be resorted to chiefly in the 
last stage of the disease wlien there is delirium, or 
lasting coldness in the extremetios. 
In the treatm ent 
of either of these diseases, I would prefer the bowels 
to be in rather a costive than a laxative state. 
But 
should they be too inactive, give broken doses of salts 
or oil, or open them by injections,- ana if they be too 
laxative g'*e 6 or 8 drops of laudnum two, th ree or 
four times a day, until the looseness is restrained. : 
I repeat. If Billious, Typhus or Nervous fevers, bé- 
eoipe fi.xed in the system, it requires time and patience 
to remove it, but by a regular perseverance in tlir 
foregoing medecine and directions, every thingthat can 
reasonably be expected, will be affected by them. 
This medicine will be found beneficial in most ca­ 
ses ot debility, particularly SÓ in those cases produced 
bv long continued or repeated attacks of fever. 
'i n suchi’cases 3 or 4 doses a day will be sufficient: 
continued until the patient recovers his strength. 
Persons living in unhealthy situations, or persdhs 
travelling thro’ sickly districts of coimtry, would do 
well to qje,this medecine asa preventative. 
Any medicine of this kind, which will cure fevers 
when formed will prevent, the formrtion of them , it 
taken in time.’ If.used .as ¿ preventative, S or 4 doses 
a day, will be sufncient,-’’qnntinuod 'for 7 o'f 8 days in 
succession,. after which time, it may be discontiinied 
for 10 or 12 days, then use it again, áá'beíore directed, 
and so on, until tlie sickly season bas'paásed'oyér. 
Of late mi-ioli has been said abpiit congestive fever, 
torpor of this, tliat or some- other organ, but'it is only 
a new name for an old diseaei or symptoms of disease. 
I have observed no material change in fevers unless 
wq include the cold plague and cholera in thatclass’of 
disease, and even in them , this'.medlcine . in part, -will be 
found very beneficial. 
I am aware that this mode of prescribing, and this

H e was a sort of out law, who had been 
indfctéd for killing and stealing cattle, and for that 
and sundry other pecadilloes,. was in bad odour 
with his neighbors, and had been in vain hunted 
liy the myrmidons of the law. 
T hese barons gra- 
bem were always fain to return non est inventtm, 
for the worthy object of their vengeance, despising 
courts, juries and the posse comitatus, was a true 
disciple of the late speaker of the 
House, _and 
armed to the teeth, and moreover always showed 
his pursuers a clean pair of heel.s. 
On the day of 
sale he had collected the property, consisting of 
cattle, 60 or 70 head, in an enclosure near Ids c-a- 
biri,and arming and calling to his aid two or three 
associates, threw him self on Ids reserved rights, 
detkírmínéd to do or die, constables, sheriffs and 
administrators to the contrary . notwiihstanding 
T he whole vicinage was turned out and approach­ 
ed him front, flank and rear. 
A sa constable .and 
his g.ing advanced, he ordered a halt, which not 
being obeyed, he raised his rifle to shoot him, and 
threatened death to him if he came one step near­ 
er, but his assailants were too quick—three of them 
fired, and the culpritfell pierced by three bullets 
and died in a few minutes.—I had the facts from 
an eye witness. 


A M urder in Misaissifijii— ^’Phe Gallatin (M i.) 
Star contains the details of the m urder of Colonel 
James M. Hulet, formerly ot W inchester (V a.) 
which took place on the 8th inst. in that town. It 
seems that the deceased went into a store, where 
he saw a vagabond named Richard M. Jones, in a 
fit of intoxication, flourishing a loaded rifle, (coc­ 
ked and with the trigger sprung) indulging in a 
strain of profanity characteristic of himself alone, 
and swearing that he would shoot some one. Col. 
H . made some rem ark, not at all calculated to 
wound his sensibility; Jones uttered an oatb, de­ 
clared that he would shoot him. 
Col. H. turned 
his face,'and observing Jones levelling his gun made 
a step towards him, (but without speaking) it is 
thought for the purpose ofgetting hold 'i\ and tur­ 
ning the muzzle of the gun, but before he could ef- 
fecthis purpose Jones fired, and three leaden ball.s 
with which the rifle was charged, entered his left 
breast just above the nipple. 
H e stepped a pace 
or two, and calling to a gentleman near to assist 
him, sunk down upon the floor and expired almost 
inst-.intly, 
Jones v/as arrested immediately and 
taken before .a magistrate, who committed biro to 
jail. 
A verdict of wilful murder was rendered by 
the coroner’s jury. 
Col. ilu le t was a yoting gentleman of great pro­ 
mise, just 28 years of age. 
His rem ains w ere in­ 
terred with military and masonic honors.—A \ O. 
Picayune.

l:e rec.^ived in payment of diie.s to tlio .Government, to 
the extent of requiring (if he choose) the whol* re­ 
venue of twenty or thirty millions of dollars ». year to 
be paid cxdvai'-idy in spede.” 
W hat a gross attem pt at imposition! The rcsolu- 
lion- of 18IÜ first gave this discretion. 
T he act of 
1789 did not authorize it. 
Mr. W ebsters resolution, 
intended to repeal the Specie Circular, revived the 
practical operation ot tlie resolution, and left the dis­ 
cretion of the Executive “ tlie uncoiitrulled power to 
prescribe what sort of money sliall lie received in pay­ 
ment of dues to tlie Government,” provided he did 
not di.scrlminate betiveen the dilferent branches of; 
reveinics, but “required the wliole •revenue of twentyj 
01- thirty millions of dollars a year to be paid e-rc/usire- 
ty in specie,” or exduaivdy in paper 
The only res­ 
triction on this power of the Executive, as recognized 
power of the Executive, as recuy 
by Mr. W ecstkivs' first resolution, was that in the 
deposite la-.v ot 1S35, prohibited the receipt of the 
paper of ban’xs '.vhich issued notes under five dallars.

ly, 1836, i.ssue any note or bill of a less de 
nomination than five dollars, shall, be, and 
the same i.s hereby, modified, so that the in­ 
terdiction as to the reception of (he hills and 
notes .sliall not rontinue against any bank 
which lias, since tlie, said 4tli day of July 
1836. issued hills or notc.s of a less denom- 
inaiioti than five dollars, or which shall is 
sue, any such bilks or notc.s prior to the firsi 
ay orOefober, 1838; but that from and af­ 
ter the said last mentioned day the hills ot 
notes of no baiik sliall .be received in pay­ 
ment of any debt due to the United States, 
wliich bank .shall after that date i.ssue, nr pay 
out any bill or note of a denomination less 
than five dollars.

D E .V rU OF AN O LD P.A TR IO T. 
The last Soldier o f the old French war in Cana­ 
da is, gone, 
D IE D —In W arren county, Tennessee, on the 
8th of June. M r. 
JO H N L U SK , (pronounced 
Lisk in his native D utch) at the advanced age of 
one hundred and four years. 
He rvas born on 
Staten Island, New York, on the Sth of Nov , 
ir34, and was of D utch extraction. 
M r. Lusk 
was in regul-ar service for well nigh sixty years! 
He commenced his career in the arm y m the vrav 
Acadie, commonly called the French war 
when 
about twenty years of age; and served Utrough 
the whole of it. 
H e was a soldier at the siege ot 
Quebec—fougiit in the memorable action ot the 
Plains of Abraham, seventy-nine years ago—saw 
ihebruve Gen. W olte tall; and participated in 
all the sUfFerings and hardships of that arduous 
and memorable campaign. 
H e was also at the 
conquest of .Acadie; now called Newfoundland, by 
Geiis, .Amherst and Shirley; and assisted in tlu- 
dispersioii of the captured French through the 
colonies of New England, by the Anglo A m eri­ 
cans. 
M r, Lu.sk early enlisted in the w.ar of the revo- 
iution and fought like a soldiec and a patriot till;

Snake root, or some oilier sweating tea, silfch as liysiip,
